Report  of  Selectmen 


To  the  Citizens  and  Taxpayers  of  Haverhill: 

The  Selectmen,  herewith^,  submit  their  report  for 
the  year  ending  January  31,  1927,  and  on  the  following 
pages  will  be  found  the  detailed  statements. 

WOODSVILLE-WELLS  RIVER  BRIDGE 

The  second  trial  of  the  Woodsville-Wells  River 
Bridge  case  was  brought  about  in  the  United  States 
District  Court  at  Montpelier,  Vt.^  October,  1926.  A 
verdict  for  the  full  amount  of  the  damages  was  again 
awarded  the  towns  of  Haverhill  and  Newbury.  The 
construction  company  has  appealed  this  decision  and 
nothing  more  can  be  done  until  the  Court  of  Appeals 
can  make  their  decision. 

STATE  AID  CONSTRUCTION 

Thirty-five  hundred  feet  of  state  aid  road  was 
built  in  1926  at  a  cost  of  thirty-three  hundred  twenty- 
one  dollars  completing  the  state  aid  road  as  far  as 
the  church  at  Center  Haverhill. 

HIGHWAYS 

During  the  past  year  we  have  expended  eighty- 
nine  hundred  and  twenty-three  dollars  on  the  town 
highways,  which  is  below  the  average  for  the  past  ten 
years.  To  this  sum  must  be  added  twenty-three  hun- 
dred and  sixty-six  dollars  which  was  expended  on  side- 
walks at  Haverhill  and  North  Haverhill.  The  side- 
walks in  these  villages  are  now  in  very  good  condition. 

Last  fall  we  were  faced  with  the  usual  problem  of 
keeping  open  the  State  and  Town  roads.  Until  this 
winter  we  have  not  had  satisfactory  equipment  for 
plowing  roads.    We  made   considerable  inquiry  and 
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visited  several  officials  of  other  towns  in  the  state 
who  had  changed  from  the  method  of  horse  power  to 
motor  power,  and  we  decided  to  purchase  a  tractor 
plow. 

After  we  had  purchased  the  tractor  and  plow  we 
were  advised  that  we  could  hire  a  state  truck  to  plow 
our  state  roads,  so  we  decided  to  use  the  tractor  plow 
on  the  town  roads.  This  has  been  done,  and  with 
very  few  exceptions,  has  given  satisfaction  and  has 
been  found  to  be  more  economical. 

FINANCIAL 

During  the  past  year  we  have  increased  the  net 
debt  thirty-one  hundred  ninety-six  dollars  and  thirty- 
five  cents,  the  reason  for  the  increase  is  partly  as  fol- 
lows. We  have  dropped  the  Town  Histories  from  our 
assets  in  the  amount  of  one  thousand  dollars.  The 
litigation  on  the  Woodsville-Wells  River  case  in  the 
amount  of  fifty-four  hundred  sixty-nine  dollars  and 
sixty-three  cents.  Under  new  construction,  which  is 
the  extension  of  Smith  street  from  the  Acer  Lumber 
Co.  Mills  to  the  five  corners  also  Montebella  street  in 
the  amount  of  sixty-four  hundred  eighty-one  dollars 
and  thirty-one  cents  and  several  other  small  accounts 
for  which  there  were  no  appropriations  made.

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Annual  School  Report 

WOODSVILLE  UNION  HIGH  SCHOOL  DISTRICT 
REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Woodsville  Union 
High  School  District : 

I  am  presenting  herewith  my  sixteenth  annual 
report,  the  twentieth  in  the  series  of  the  district  super- 
intendents' reports. 

The  total  registration  for  the  current  year  is  452 
slightly  more  than  last  year.  There  is  a  small  in- 
crease in  the  high  school  enrollment  and  a  decided  in- 
crease in  grade  one  where  there  are  52  pupils.  To 
maintain  the  high  quality  of  work  in  this  grade  it 
seemed  best  to  hire  an  assistant  for  the  present  year. 
The  smallest  grades  are  the  third  and  fifth  where  there 
are  29  and  27  pupils  respectively. 

With  the  exception  of  the  addition  of  an  assistant 
in  the  primary  room  there  was  no  change  in  the  teach- 
ing force  of  the  grade  building.  The  high  school  fac- 
ulty had  three  new  teachers.  Permanency  in  the 
teaching  staff  is  a  decided  educational  asset  to  any 
community  as  long  as  it  is  coupled  with  a  progressive 
spirit.  A  list  of  the  teachers  with  the  position  they 
occupy  follows.  Senior  High  School:  G.  Hampton  Mc- 
Gaw,  Headmaster,  French,  Latin,  United  States  con- 
stitutional history;  Henry  P.  Clough,  Submaster, 
science  and  mathematics ;  Margaret  G.  Cheldrick,  com- 
merce; Lillias  R.  Warren,  English  and  history;  Henry 
E.  Greeley,  English  and  mathematics ;  Marion  E.  Fen- 
erty,  domestic  arts ;  Phyllis  E.  Blake,  French  and  Eng- 
lish ;  Bertha  C.  Manchester,  history  and  manual  train- 
ing. 

Junior  High  School:   Nettie  W.   McCoy,  Principal, 
grade   eight   with  music   and  mathematics   in   grade 
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seven;  Martha  Bishop,  grade  seven  with  French  and 
science  in  grade  eight. 

Elementary  school:  Helen  A.  Franklin,  grade  six; 
Mary  Mitchel  Mann,  grade  five;  Eda  Mae  Cnossen, 
grade  four;  Harriet  Pelletier,  grade  three;  Lida  R. 
Caldon,  grade  two ;  Florence  S.  Lang,  grade  one ;  Mary 
F.  Olds,  assistant  in  grade  one ;  Alice  M.  Brown,  teacher 
of  music ;  Lottie  M.  B.  Underhill,  school  nurse. 

The  following  pupils  in  the  first  eight  grades  had 
a  record  of  perfect  attendance  for  the  year:  Marjorie 
Bailey,  Drusilla  Brown,  Irving  Brown,  Carl  Boothroyd, 
Charlotte  Boothroyd,  Luvia  Butson,  Luigi  Castello, 
Leona  Clough,  Elizabeth  Davison,  Harold  Downer, 
Letizia  Duca,  Leo  Grenier,  Arthur  Greenwood,  John 
Mann,  George  Martin,  Henry  Nelson,  Lawrence  O'Ngil, 
Miriam  Page,  Junior  Pebbles,  Arlene  Sandstrom,  Patri- 
cia Stanley. 

In  general  school  attendance  is  excellent.  There 
are  few  inexcusable  tardy  marks.  Apparently  children 
are  eager  to  go  to  school  and  for  that  reason  show  an 
excellent  responsiveness  in  the  schoolroom.  This 
makes  for  better  school  spirit  and  higher  scholarship. 
For  all  schools  the  average  attendance  for  last  year 
was  95.3  per  cent  with  236  tardinesses.  Six  days  were 
lost  during  the  year  because  of  holidays  and  teachers' 
institutes.  The  public  was  credited  with  404  visits  and 
the  superintendent  with  234. 

For  the  second  time  a  pupil  of  the  eighth  grade, 
Junior  High  School,  won  the  first  prize  in  the  state  of 
New  Hampshire  in  the  nation  wide  "safety  first"  con- 
test conducted  by  the  National  Automobile  Chamber 
of  Commerce.  Miriam  O.  Page  was  the  recipient.  The 
prizes  offered  by  the  Woodsville  Woman's  Club  for 
excellence  in  the  use  of  Enghsh  to  Junior  High  School 
students  were  awarded  Frances  Mann,  Miriam  Page 
and  Mary  Battey.  The  first  prize  was  divided  between 
the  two  first  mentioned. 

During  the  summer  vacation  a  permanent  wire 
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fence  was  built  along  the  bank  of  the  grade  school 
yard;  four  rooms  and  the  halls  of  the  grade  building 
were  whitened  and  tinted;  the  desks  in  two  rooms 
renovated;  and  windows  and  doors  made  tight  with 
metal  strips.  In  both  buildings  the  attempt  is  made 
to  keep  repairs  up  to  date  so  that  the  buildings  will 
continue  a  credit  to  the  community.  The  district  is  to 
be  congratulated  on  having  janitors  who  take  pride  in 
their  work  and  keep  the  school  buildings  clean  and 
comfortable. 

A  variety  of  standard  tests  have  been  given  to 
special  groups  in  both  high  school  and  grades  with  the 
purpose  of  getting  a  better  knowledge  of  the  pupil  and 
his  abilities  and  aptitudes.  Such  knowledge  is  valu- 
able to  the  teacher  and  should  furnish  the  boy  or  girl 
with  some  basis  for  choosing  a  life  work.  Very  few  of 
our  young  people  have  a  definite  idea  of  what  they  can 
do  or  want  to  do  in  the  coming  years  of  maturity.  The 
majority  go  wandering  aimlessly  along  through  high 
school  and  too  often  through  college  and  when  they 
accidentally  discover  the  thing  they  wish  to  do  they 
find  the  preparation  needed  to  make  a  success  is  lack- 
ing. As  a  result  there  is  a  tremendous  loss  of  time 
and  human  energy.  By  various  subjective  tests  we 
can  discover  the  latent  abilities  and  characteristics  of 
the  pupil;  we  may  unearth  valuable  and  pertinent  in- 
formation from  his  home,  his  teachers  and  his  asso- 
ciates ;  we  can  gather  the  peculiar  requirements  of  the 
different  vocations  and  professions ;  and  with  the  data 
from  all  these  sources  at  hand  we  have  a  fairly  rea- 
sonable basis  for  advising  a  child  to  prepare  for  this 
or  that  calling.  Such  a  program  even  in  a  small 
school  system  like  that  in  Woodsville  would  require 
much  time  on  the  part  of  a  teacher  who  would  need 
special  personal  qualifications  as  well  as  definite  train- 
ing for  this  work.  I  should  like  to  see  a  program  of 
vocational  guidance  undertaken,  beginning  with  the- 
Junior  High  School  and  extending  through  the  High 
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School,  Of  course  this  would  cost  money  and  the 
word  ''money"  suggests  the  ever  present  question  of 
how  far  a  community  should  tax  itself  for  the  refine- 
ments of  education.  Woodsville  has  already  a  satis- 
factory bread  and  butter  system  of  education  at  mod- 
erate cost.  How  far  will  it  commit  itself  to  financing 
the  less  tangible  but  none  the  less  real  opportunities 
for  developing  in  its  young  people  the  finer  qualities 
of  character?  In  addition  to  the  suggestion  above 
relative  to  vocational  guidance  I  mention  again  the 
possibility  of  systematic  development  of  group  work 
in  instrumental  and  vocal  music  in  the  junior  and 
senior  high  schools,  regular  physical  training  in  the 
high  school,  and  a  special  class  for  backward  and  sub- 
normal children. 

I  call  to  your  attention  the  appended  report  of 
Headmaster  McGaw.  The  extra  curricula  activities 
of  the  Woodsville  High  School  are  exceptional  in  vari- 
ety, in  quality  and  in  general  interest.  They  are  so 
organized  as  to  include  all  pupils  and  have  greatly 
increased  public  interest  and  school  spirit. 

The  Red  Cross  has  generously  given  the  balance  in 
its  treasury  to  the  school  nurse  for  the  aid  of  needy 
children  in  school.  There  are  still  some  who  need 
glasses  or  an  operation  for  adenoids  and  are  unable 
to  bqar  the  expense.  Miss  Underhill  would  welcome 
any  assistance  in  financing  these  cases.  Even  cast  off 
clothes  can  be  used  to  advantage.  The  interest  in  bet- 
ter health  conditions  is  indicated  by  the  number  of 
cases  reporting  treatment  during  the  summer  vaca- 
tion. There  were  84  cases  of  visits  to  the  dentist,  13 
operations  for  tonsils  and  adenoids,  8  pupils  had  their 
eyes  tested,  and  6  had  their  ears  examined.  All  this 
is  largely  the  result  of  the  work  of  the  school  nurse. 
Already  this  school  year  she  has  made  29  visits  to 
the  school  rooms  and  44  home  visits. 

The  citizens  of  Woodsville  have  reason  to  be 
proud  of  their  schools.    Are  they?    How  do  they  show 
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it?  They  have  reason  to  appreciate  the  earnest  and 
efficient  work  of  a  fine  group  of  teachers.  Why  not  let 
the  teachers  know  it  while  they  are  alive.  It  only 
takes  a  little  to  help.

REPORT  OF  THE  HEADMASTER 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I  offer  herewith  my  ninth  annual  report  of  the 
Woodsville  High  School,  covering  the  year  ending  on 
this  date. 

The  registration  of  this  year  has  never  been  ex- 
ceeded; there  are  one  hundred  sixty-nine  pupils — ■ 
sixty-six  boys ;  one  hundred  three  girls.  There  are 
forty-two  seniors,  thirty-five  juniors,  forty-five  second 
year  pupils,  forty-six  first  year,  and  one  special.  Sev- 
enty-seven are  tuition  pupils;  from  Wentworth,  nine; 
from  Ryegate,  forty-one;  from  Bath,  six;  and  from 
seven  other  towns,  twenty-one.  Attendance  has  been 
generally  satisfactory ;  one  half  the  school  was  present 
every  session  during  the  recent  fall  term;  careless 
tardiness  is  nil. 

Forty-seven  recent  graduates  are  attending  col- 
lege, or  normal  school,  or  other  training  schools.  Fif- 
teen members  of  last  year's  graduating  class,  fifty 
per  cent,  are  pursuing  further  education  this  year. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  program  of  studies,  which 
is  arranged  in  three  broad  courses:  Academic,  which 
is  based  upon  the  foundations  of  language,  science, 
mathematics  and  history;  Commercial,  which  trains 
for  office  work;  General,  which  omits  Latin  and  book- 
keeping. A  circular  describing  the  courses  will  be 
gladly  furnished  to  anyone  interested  in  the  school. 

One  of  the  most  diflEicult  things  is  to  select  the 
most  suitable  course  of  study  at  the  beginning  of  High 
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School  days.  Too  many  pupils  choose  what  appears  to 
be  easy  or  attractive,  and  later  regret  that  they  have 
not  had  the  real  foundation  subjects.  A  pupil  who 
likes  to  study  and  who  wants  to  get  the  best  develop- 
ment during  these  early  years,  makes  no  mistake  in 
selecting  the  old-fashioned  Academic  curriculum — 
Latin,  algebra^  geometry,  French,  physics,  history,  and 
the  rest.  For  such  pupils  a  year  of  bookkeeping, 
stenography,  or  household  arts  may  be  readily  added 
as  an  extra. 

In  any  case  choice  should  be  made  with  serious 
thought  for  the  future — after  High  School  days  are 
over.  Pupils  frequently  awake  in  later  years  to  the  de- 
sirability of  going  to  college  and  are  disappointed  to 
find  that  they  have  not  had  the  necessary  preliminary 
studies.  Graduates  of  this  school  may  enter  without 
examinations  the  two  Normal  Schools  (Plymouth  and 
Keene)  and  the  State  University  (Durham).  This 
school  has  also  the  privilege  of  granting  entrance  cer- 
tificates for  many  of  the  colleges  in  New  England  to 
pupils  who  maintain  an  average  of  85  or  over  in  all 
their  studies.  Certain  colleges  will  accept  no  certifi- 
cates, but  require  examinations  of  all  entering  stu- 
dents. Any  pupil  preparing  for  college  should  consult 
the  catalog  of  the  college  chosen  and  should  be  sure 
that  his  present  studies  are  preparing  him  to  meet 
the  entrance  requirements. 

Twenty-nine  pupils  were  graduated  on  June  17, 
1926— Sylvia  J.  Baker,  Grace  E.  Ball,  Harland  S. 
Barnes,  Madeline  A.  Buckley,  Giovannina  A.  Castello, 
Dorothy  M.  Chesney,  Kathleen  C.  Davison,  D.  Mar- 
guerite Day,  Theodore  H.  Evans,  Ernest  P.  Fletcher, 
Charlotte  E.  F.  Gannett,  Theresa  J.  Gordon,  Rosamond 
E.  Hazeltine,  Maurice  N.  Heath,  Mildred  A.  Hunkins, 
George  E.  Jenness,  Beulah  I.  Keyes,  Lester  E.  Lang- 
ford,  Marjorie  J.  Learned,  M.  Louise  Mann,  Samuel  F. 
McAllister,  Wallace  A.  Parkhurst,  Llewellyn  C.  Ross, 
Clara  M.  A.   Roy,   Katherine  R.   Smith,   Dorothy  E. 
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stone,  Howard  H.  Stone,  Stanley  A.  Walker,  Doris  E.

First  place  in  scholarship  was  held  by  Kathleen 
Davison,  and  second  place  by  Clara  Roy.  Giovannina 
Castello,  Rosamond  Hazeltine,  and  Clara  Roy  were 
present  at  every  session  throughout  the  entire  course. 
Giovannina  Castella  completed  the  course  in  three 
years. 

The  Alumni  Attainment  medal  was  awarded  to 
Wallace  Parkhurst,  presentation  being  made  by  Per- 
ley  Klark  of  the  class  of  1912. 

Prize  Speaking  called  forth  so  many  contestants 
that  two  distinct  exhibitions  were  held,  one  on  May 
18  and  the  other  on  May  21,  1926.  There  were  twenty- 
one  speakers  in  all.  First  prizes  were  awarded  to  Mary 
Fullerton,  Fabiola  Grenier,  Kenneth  Rutledge,  and 
Franklin  Spear ;  and  second  prizes  to  Dorothea  Batten, 
Lincoln  Page,  Ruth  Weeks,  and  John  Zambon.  Maurice 
Heath  represented  this  school  at  the  Interscholastic 
Speaking  Contest  held  at  the  State  University  on  May 
7,  1926,  and  won  the  first  prize,  a  gold  medal. 

The  orchestra  has  eighteen  members,  and  serves 
the  community  on  numerous  occasions;  the  Cycle  ap- 
pears once  a  term,  and  affords  some  practice  in  journal- 
ism; the  baseball  team  for  a  second  season  won  the 
championship  cup  in  the  White  Mt.  League;  the  Ly- 
ceum has  recently  held  the  six  hundredth  meeting  since 
its  organization,  and  during  the  last  eight  years  has 
contributed  about  a  thousand  dollars  to  permanent 
equipment  of  the  school.  All  school  activities  are  self- 
supporting  financially,  and  no  deficits  have  been  al- 
lowed to  accumulate. 

A  school  play  was  given  last  spring  and  later  re- 
peated in  South  Ryegate  to  the  pleasure  and  profit  of 
the  Boy  Scouts  in  that  village.  An  art  exhibit  was 
held  in  April,  1926,  and  from  the  proceeds  six  new 
pictures  adorn  the  schoolhouse.  Education  week  in 
November  was  observed  by  a  public  meeting,  with 
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addresses' on  State  aid  to  education,  and  by  a  pageant 
depicting  schools  from  ancient  times  down  to  modern 
days.  The  Alumni  banquet  is  held  annually  during 
the  Christmas  holidays,  and  revives  interest  in  the 
school  among  former  pupils. 

The  local  Board  of  Trade  and  the  local  Rotary 
Club  have  each  held  a  meeting  in  the  school  building, 
the  former  with  an  evening  program  provided  by  pu- 
pils, and  the  latter  with  a  regular  dinner  served  by 
the  pupils.  About  seventy  pupils  remain  at  the  school- 
house  for  noon  hour;  two  teachers  are  on  duty;  hot 
lunch  is  served  for  those  who  care  to  purchase. 

Details  of  all  school  events  have  been  furnished 
to  four  newspapers  for  a  weekly  column,  and  a  copy 
of  all  these  is  preserved  in  the  official  scrap  book  where 
it  may  some  day  be  of  value  to  persons  interested  in  the 
history  of  the  school.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD  OF 
HAVERHILL 

The  undersigned  members  of  the  Haverhill  School 
Board  beg  to  submit  the  following  report. 

Special  attention  of  the  Voters  and  Taxpayers  is 
drawn  to  the  reports  of  our  Superintendent  and  of  the 
Headmaster  of  Haverhill  Academy.  The  same  show 
that  steady  progress  is  being  made  in  all  departments 
of  School  work,  more  particularly  as  regards  the  at- 
tainment of  high  Scholarship. 

The  Citizen's  Committee  which  was  appointed  at 
the  last  District  meeting  met  with  the  School  Board 
twice,  and  at  the  last  meeting  it  was  voted  that  the 
Citizen's  Committee  make  the  recommendation  to  the 
School  Board  to  submit  at  the  coming  District  Meet- 
ing an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  remodeling  Pearson  Hall 
for  grade  rooms  also  submit  figures  concerning  the 
most  necessary  alterations  at  Haverhill  Academy  for 
High  School  work. 

During  the  ipast  summer  the  interiors  of  the 
Schoolhouses  at  Pike  and  East  Haverhill  were  paint- 
ed, also  both  the  exterior  and  interior  of  the  School- 
houses  at  Center  Haverhill  and  Brier  Hill. 

The  School  Board  was  compelled  to  create  an  un- 
expected debt,  when  it  was  found  necessary  to  install, 
last  fall,  a  new  heating  plant  at  Alumni  Hall.  The 
old  furnace  had  all  gone  to  pieces.  In  view  of  the  fact 
that  the  same  had  never  given  satisfaction  as  regards 
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adequately  heating  the  Hall  the  School  Board  was 
obliged  to  cast  about  for  a  more  efficient  heating  plant 
and  from  the  different  bids  submitted  selected  the  Ful- 
ler &  Warren  Co/s  Forced-Air  Heating  System,  and 
the  work  was  done  by  W.  E.  Hunt  of  Bradford,  Vt. 
The  cost  of  installing  this  system  was  $1,350.00. 

Transportation  of  High  School  Students:  Whilst 
the  students  from  the  North  End  of  the  Town  are 
being  transported  by  the  same  conveyance  by  Mr.  Geo. 
E.  White  as  in  the  previous  two  (2)  years,  the  stu- 
dents from  the  South  End  and  East  End  are  now  being 
transported  in  two  (2)  very  handsome  and  comfortable 
Studebaker  busses.  Owing  to  the  large  number  of  stu- 
dents to  be  carried — about  40,  Mr.  Fred  White  found 
it  absolutely  impossible  and  impractical  to  secure  one 
very  large  bus,  and  his  decision  to  secure  two  convey- 
ances has  worked  out  very  satisfactorily.  Naturally  it 
meant  quite  a  large  investment  for  Mr.  White  and 
when  taken  into  consideration  that  the  operation  of 
tv/o  busses,  necessitating  an  extra  driver,  is  much 
higher  than  for  one  conveyance,  the  board  thinks  the 
contract  price  of  $1,400.00  for  the  school  year  a  very 
moderate  one.  Figured  on  the  basis  of  40  pupils  it 
costs  the  district  only  a  little  over  19c  per  pupil  a  day. 

Being  the  School  Board's  desire  to  acquaint  the 
Taxpayers  with  the  financial  condition  of  the  District 
at  the  present  time,  we  beg  to  call  attention  to  the 
financial  statement  published  in  this  report.  It  will 
be  seen  from  same  that  there  will  be  a  deficit  of  ap- 
proximately $2,555.18.  This  is  really  an  accumulated 
deficit  covering  the  last  two  School  years,  about 
$1,000.00  being  incurred  in  the  School  year  ending;; 
June  30,  1926,  and  the  balance  chiefly  due  to  the  in- 
stalling of  the  new  heating  system  at  Alumni  Hall 
and  excess  payment  for  transportation  of  the  High 
School  Students  from  the  South  and  East  Ends  of  the 
Town.  By  statutory  requirements  this  deficit  will 
have  to  be  raised  at  the  next  District  meeting. 
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The  Voters'  and  Taxpayers'  attention  is  also  called 
to  the  Budget  for  the  Fiscal  year  from  July  1,  1927  to 
June  30,  1928,  and  drawn  up  on  a  special  form,  provided 
hy  the  State  Board  of  Education.

On  account  of  illness  I  was  not  able  to  attend  the 
last  meeting  of  the  Special  Committee  appointed  to 
consider  the  High  School  situation  in  the  Haverhill 
Town  School  District,  but  I  have  carefully  read  the 
Majority  Report  of  that  Committee,  and  as  I  cannot 
agree  with  the  same  I  herewith  respectfully  submit 
the  following  Minority  Report. 

1st.  We  find  there  is  considerable  feeling  at  Hav- 
erhill Corner  as  well  as  in  other  parts  of  the  town 
against  giving  up  the  use  of  Pearson  Hall  as  a  Com- 
munity Hall  and  dividing  it  up  into  schoolrooms. 

We  therefore  recommend  that  no  material  changes 
be  made  in  the  interior  of  Pearson  Hall. 

2nd.  As  the  School  Board  has  already  decided  to 
ask  for  no  appropriation  of  money  at  this  time  for  the 
repair  or  alteration  of  Pearson  Hall,  we  recommend 
that  no  funds  be  raised  at  this  time  for  such  repairs 
or  alteration. 

3rd.  There  is  a  strong  tendency  throughout  the 
state  to  consolidate  the  schools  as  far  as  possible,  thus 
insuring  better  schools  and  less  taxes. 
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Having  in  mind  the  best  interests  of  education 
and  the  present  indebtedness  of  the  town,  we  recom- 
mend that  no  such  appropriation  be  made  at  this  time.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF 
SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Haverhill  Town 
School  District: 

I  am  herewith  presenting  my  sixteenth  annual  re- 
port. 

While  there  is  some  variation  in  the  registration 
of  individual  schools  the  total  enrollment  for  the  town 
is  practically  the  same  as  last  year,  namely  398  pupils. 
There  are  fifteen  tuition  pupils  in  Haverhill  Academy 
and  four  elementary  pupils  from  Benton  are  registered 
at  East  Haverhill.  Six  high  school  students  from 
Brier  Hill  and  the  Four  Corners  attend  Woodsville 
High  School,  seven  attend  Woodsville  Junior  High,  and 
thirteen  the  elementary  grades  at  Woodsville, 

The  following  is  a  list  of  the  teachers  in  the  sev- 
eral schools  with  the  number  of  children  enrolled: 
Haverhill  Academy,  90  students.  Friend  Holmes  Jen- 
kins, Headmaster;  Lewis  Roote,  Ruth  Jenkins,  Edith 
Morrill,  and  Ruth  Wadleigh,  assistants;  Haverhill 
Grammar,  Minnie  Morris,  25  pupils ;  Haverhill  Primary, 
•  Rosie  Russell,  28  pupils ;  Ladd  Street,  Maxine  Ander- 
son, 28  pupils ;  Pike  Grammar,  Hazel  Russell,  18  pupils ; 
Pike  Primary,  Mabel  Tragansa,  25  pupils ;  East  Haver- 
hill Grammar,  Marjorie  Deming,  18  pupils ;  East  Haver- 
hill Primary,  Dorothy  Carter,  15  pupils;  Number  Six, 
Elma  Howard,  14  pupils ;  Number  Ten,  Grace  Winches- 
ter, 17  pupils;  The  Center,  Lily  Sawyer,  28  pupils; 
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Brier  Hill,  Doris  Noyes,  20  pupils;  North  Haverhill 
Grammar,  Elsie  Darling,  12  pupils;  North  Haverhill 
Intermediate,  Thelma  Nichols,  32  pupils ;  North  Haver- 
hill Primary,  Sadie  Carr,  28  pupils;  manual  arts  and 
domestic  science.  Bertha  Wheelock. 

The  attendance  record  for  all  schools  for  the  year 
ending  June  30,  1926  was  93  per  cent  as  compared 
with  93,9  per  cent  for  the  previous  year.  The  number 
of  tardinesses  took  another  drop  with  460  for  the  year, 
130  less  than  last  year.  The  average  number  of  no- 
school  days  was  five"  which  means  that  each  school 
lost  one  week  because  of  holidays,  teachers'  institutes, 
and  bad  weather.  I  am  inclined  to  think  that  schools 
can  not  lose  this  time  and  be  expected  to  do  a  full 
year's  work.  One  week  added  to  the  school  year  would 
allow  ample  time  for  necessary  no-school  days  and 
give  the  children  the  benefit  of  an  unabreviated  school 
year. 

There  were  eighteen  pupils  on  the  roll  of  perfect 
attendance  for  the  year.  These  were :  Laurie  Brunelle, 
Burton  Cady,  Mildred  Cady,  Katherine  Cook,  Freda 
Eastman,  Ethel  Fisher,  Charlotte  Keith,  William

In  my  last  two  reports  I  have  called  attention  to  a 
real  need  of  improved  housing  conditions  for. the  high 
school  at  Haverhill.  The  problem  is  still  unsolved.  It 
is  to  be  hoped  that  the  special  committee  appointed  to 
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investigate  the  situation  will  report  some  definite  plan 
looking  forward  to  a  beginning,  at  least,  in  the  better- 
ing of  the  present  unfavorable  conditions.  If  this  is 
done,  I  trust  the  district  will  give  the  subject  serious 
attention  and  financial  support. 

For  detailed  information  about  the  high  school  I 
refer  you.  to  the  appended  report  of  Headmaster  Jen- 
kins. The  school  continues  to  have  the  characteristics 
of  an  excellent  high  school.  There  is  a  decided  im- 
provement in  the  general  morale  of  the  student  body. 
An  increasing  interest  in  better  scholarship  is  notice- 
able. More  pupils  are  looking  forward  to  continuing 
their  work  in  post  secondary  institutions.  The  school 
is  fortunate  in  having  a  group  of  capable  and  earnest 
teachers.  Owing  to  a  lack  of  prospective  students,  the 
agricultural  course  was  dropped  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year.  Should  there  be  enough  pupils  desiring  this 
course,  it  ought  to  be  replaced  in  the  curriculum.  Hav- 
erhill is  the  leading  town  in  the  state  in  the  produc- 
tion of  milk,  and  ought  to  be  educating  up  its  sons  to 
take  the  places  of  their  fathers,  fully  equippel  with  all 
the  modern  scientific  knowledge  necessary  to  meet  the 
future  close  competition.  It  is  the  mission  of  the  public 
school  to  prepare  the  pupil  both  to  live  in  the  present 
and  to  be  able  to  meet  successfully  the  demands  of  the 
future.  We  spend  altogether  too  much  time  discussing 
the  merits  of  the  educational  methods  of  the  time  of 
the  little  "red  schoolhouse"  and  not  enough  in  trying  to 
get  a  vision  of  what  the  next  ten  or  twenty  years  are 
going  to  require  of  the  school  children  of  today. 

The  current  cost  of  the  Haverhill  schools  is  gen- 
erally considered  by  the  average  tax  payer  as  excessive. 
In  a  circular  letter  recently  sent  out  by  the  State  De- 
partment of  Education  the  per  pupil  cost  for  elemen- 
tary schools  was  given  in  each  of  the  247  districts  of 
the  state.  The  median  cost  was  $78.94.  The  cost  per 
pupil  in  Haverhill  was  $76.06.  Haverhill  then  is  in  the 
lower  half  of  the  districts  of  the  state  in  the  cost  per 
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pupil  in  elementary  schools.  The  cost  in  neighboring 
districts  is  as  follows:  Piermont,  $85.55;  Warren, 
$66.64;  Benton,  $73.82;  Woodsville,  $61.64;  Bath, 
$79.01. 

In  82  public  high  schools  the  median  cost  is 
$130.53.  The  average  cost  per  pupil  in  Haverhill  Acad- 
emy is  given  as  $152.32.  The  cost  of  transportation 
for  high  school  pupils  in  Haverhill  is  about  $27  each. 
High  school  transportation  is,  then,  the  only  apparent 
excessive  school  expense  and  that  can  not  be  done  in 
a  satisfactory  manner  with  less  cost. 

However,  if  it  is  desirable  to  lessen  the  cost  par- 
ticularly of  the  elementary  schools,  certain  consolida- 
tions suggest  themselves  which  would  tend  to  reduce 
the  cost  and  at  the  same  time  add  to  school  efficiency. 
With  three  grade  rooms  at  Haverhill  as  has  already 
been  suggested  in  the  scheme  for  remodeling  the  Acad- 
emy, the  pupils  from  Ladd  street  could  easily  be  ac- 
commodated there.  The  upper  grade  pupils  from  East 
Haverhill  could  easily  be  conveyed  to  Pike  grammar 
school  where  combined  with  the  same  grades  there 
they  would  form  a  fine  group  for  Junior  High  School 
work.  One  teacher  could  then  care  for  those  left  at 
East  Haverhill.  Or,  the  school  at  Number  Six  might 
be  closed  and  the  pupils  transported  to  East  Haverhill, 
where  there  is  plenty  of  room.  Again,  North  Haver- 
hill could  easily  take  care  of  the  pupils  from  Brier 
Hill  or  the  Center,  or  the  upper  grade  pupils  from  these 
schools  could  come  to  North  Haverhill  for  Junior  High 
School  work.  The  plowing  of  the  roads  in  winter 
makes  possible  consolidation  under  conditions  far  more 
favorable  than  before  and  by  opening  schools  at  slight- 
ly different  times  the  transportation  could  be  done  by 
the  busses  used  in  carrying  the  high  school  pupils.  I  be- 
lieve that  there  are  possibilities  in  the  above  sugges- 
tions which  would  result  in  a  more  economical  and 
efficient  school  system.    Talk  it  over. 
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A  large  class  graduated  from  the  Academy  in  June, 
They  were :  Madehne  F.  Atkins,  Elva  M,  Brown,  Kath- 
leen L.  Brown,  M.  Louise  Brown,  Frances  E.  Clark, 
Muriel  L.  Hardy,  Clark  B.  Ingalls,  Ethel  W.  Lange, 
Lucia  A.  Morrill,  Eleanor  M.  Eamsay,  Morris  L.  Robin- 
son, Erwin  L.  Willis,  Althea  L.  Wilson,  J.  Lawrence 
Wilson,  Bessie  M.  Winn,  Carl  K.  Wheeler,  Leona  P. 
White,  Blanche  L.  Wright,  Marion  Wright.  All  but 
six  of  these  have  entered  post  secondary  institutions. 

Health  must  be  conceded  as  the  vital  factor  in  hu- 
man progress.  Yet  we  find  in  checking  up  the  health 
habits  of  school  children  that  in  all  too  many  homes 
there  is  criminal  neglect  of  the  simplest  principles  of 
hygienic  living,  such  as  those  pertaining  to  right  habits 
of  eating,  sleeping  and  personal  cleanliness.  We  are 
apt  to  boast  of  the  healthy  environment  of  country 
children,  when  as  a  matter  of  fact  school  children  in 
rural  schools  lose  many  more  days  from  illness  than 
those  in  larger  villages  and  cities.  School  children  are 
usually  responsive  to  the  efforts  of  the  teachers  and 
school  nurse  in  their  attem.pts  to  inculcate  proper 
health  habits  but  too  often  no  assistance  comes  from 
the  home.  Here  is  a  real  problem  which  demands 
hearty  cooperation  on  the  part  of  home  and  school. 
Since  school  opened  in  September  the  school  nurse, 
Miss  Underbill,  has  made  62  school  visits  and  33  visits 
to  homes.  During  vacation  122  children  received  treat- 
ment, 97  for  teeth,  11  for  tonsils  and  adenoids,  9  for 
vision,  and  5  for  defects  of  hearing. 

The  teachers  of  Haverhill  are  an  earnest  and  effi- 
cient group,  actuated  by  high  social,  moral  and  profes- 
sional ideals,  giving  freely  of  time  and  strength  to  the 
good  of  the  service  in  which  they  are  engaged.  Do  you 
appreciate  them?     How  do  you  show  it?

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REPORT  OF  HEADMASTER 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

I  submit,  herewith,  my  third  annual  report  of 
Haverhill  Academy  for  the  year  ending  January  31, 
1926. 

Total  number  pupils  enrolled:  90;  boys,  37;  girlS;, 
53 ;  enrollment  by  classes :  senior,  17 ;  junior,  19  ;  sopho- 
more, 25;  freshmen,  29.  Enrollment  by  Curricula: 
Academic,  26 ;  English,  46 ;  Domestic  Arts,  18.  There 
are  15  tuition  pupils,  coming  from  towns  as  follows: 
Benton,  1 ;  Piermont,  9 ;  Kensington,  1 ;  Wenworth,  3 ; 
Warren,  1. 

The  Agricultural  curriculum  was  discontinued  at 
the  close  of  the  spring  term,  leaving  the  program  of 
studies  arranged  as  follows: 

Academic  Curriculum — 1st  year:  English,  Latin, 
Algebra,  History;  2nd  year:  English,  Latin,  French, 
Geometry;  3rd  year:  English,  Latin,  French,  Physics; 
4th  year:  English,  Latin,  U.  S.  Constitutional  History, 
Chemistry  or  French  or  Review  Math. 

English  Curriculum — 1st  year:  English,  History 
of  Civilization,  Algebra,  Botany  and  Geology ;  2nd  year : 
English,  Modern  History,  French,  Geometry ;  3rd  year : 
English,  French,  Physics,  Economics  and  Business 
Practices ;  4th  year :  English,  U.  S.  Constitutional  His- 
tory, Chemistry,  Review  Math,  or  French. 

Domestic  Arts  Curriculum — 1st  year:  English, 
History  of  Civilization,  Botany  and  Geology,  Textiles 
and  Clothing;  2nd  year:  English,  Modern  History, 
Foods  and  Nutrition,  French  or  Geometry;  3rd  year: 
English,  Economics  and  Business  Practices,  The  Home, 
Its  Care  and  Management,  French  or  Physics ;  4th 
year:  English,  U.  S.  Constitutional  History,  The  Fam- 
ily and  Its  Members,  French  or  Chemistry. 

An  examination  of  last  year's  Domestic  Arts  Cur- 
riculum and  comparison  with  this  year's  will  reveal  a 
decided  change  in  domestic  arts  courses.     They  have 
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l^een  reorganized  in  such  a  way  as  to  make  the  work 
from  the  first  year  through  the  fourth  continuous  and 
in  such  a  way  as  to  eliminate  a  great  deal  of  overlap- 
ping. Further  examination  as  to  the  number  of  pupils 
enrolled  in  each  of  the  three  curricula  reveals  a  fairly 
even  distribution  of  pupils  as  compared  with  the  two 
previous  years.  This  would  seem  to  indicate  the  de- 
sirability and  necessity  of  maintaining  the  three  cur- 
ricula. 

There  were  19  pupils  graduated  on  June  19,  1926. 
This  is  the  largest  number  to  graduate  in  the  history 
of  the  Academy.  Of  the  19  graduates  5  entered  Ply- 
mouth Normal  School,  1  entered  The  University  of 
N.  H.,  1  entered  the  University  of  Vermont,  1  entered 
Concord  Business  College,  2  entered  business  colleges 
in  Mass.,  3  entered  hospitals  for  training,  making  a 
total  of  13  that  have  either  entered  post-secondary 
schools  or  special  training  schools. 

The  Senior,  "Lincoln  Essay  Medal,"  was  won  by 
Kathleen  Brown. 

Ten  members  of  the  Academy  took  part  in  the 
D.  A.  R.  Prize  Speaking  Contest.  Roberta  Miller  and 
Dorothy  Atkins,  both  first  year  pupils,  won  first  and 
second  prizes  respectively. 

The  annual  senior  play  was  presented  on  March 
19th. 

The  "Freshmen  Wallop,"  "Sophomore  Whirlwind," 
and  the  "Junior  Competitor,"  all  three  of  which  are 
class  weeklies,  have  furnished  the  morning  assemblies 
with  items  of  interest  and  amusement  and  have  also 
displayed  considerable  literary  talent. 

An  entertainment  committee  has  been  formed 
which  provides  one  entertainment  a  week,  each  member 
of  the  school  appearing  at  least  once  during  the  year. 

The  following  members  of  the  basket  ball  squads 
were  awarded  letters: 

Boys — Capt.  Willis,  Robinson,  Dearborn,  Wheeler, 
Kimball,  Carter  and  Ingalls. 
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Girls — Capt.  Lange,  L.  Morrill,  Atkins,  Brown,. 
Hardy,  Wright  and  M.  Morrill. 

The  following  members  of  the  baseball  squad  won 
their  letter : 

Capt.  Robinson,  Willis,  Wheeler,  Carter,  Fadden, 
Ellsworth,  Ross,  Moses,  Morrill,  Howard. 

The  two  new  school  buses  from  Pike  and  East  Hav- 
erhill are  about  the  last  word  in  comfortable  trans- 
portation. 

The  scholastic  standard  has  befen  steadily  raised 
to  meet  the  ever  increasing  standard  of  our  post-sec- 
ondary schools  and  increasing  demands  of  our  public 
life.  The  spirit  of  the  school  in  work  and  play  is  ex- 
cellent yet  we  are  seriously  handicapped  by  our  unfav- 
orable housing  conditions.
